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Richard Waugh, an eastern fruit man, is writing from 
Victoria a series of letteys to the Winnipeg Free Press on 
fruit growing in B. ©., which are very interesting and in- 
structive. His articles contain just the information that 
many of the wealthy prairie farmers are seeking and should 
be instrumental in inducing them to come here in search 
of fruit land anda mild climate. Below area few para- 
graphs from one of his letters that will interest everyone 
who may be iu the business or has any intention of invest- 
ing in fruit land: 

I have no fear for the future of any man who is pre- 
pared to work uere in fruit production by the best available 
light and wait a few years for the full fruition of his invest- 
ment. An easy going man will have no show. 

I may 4s well here let out a little seeret about these 
eastern immigrants to this favored climate. It is all right 
here for such people if they have a little wad in their 
pockets, the reward of successful wheat growing. They can 
then follow the scriptucal example of sitting each under his 
own vine and fig tree, ur let us say apple or pear tree, with 
considerable satisfaction. They may also hire a heathen 
Chinee if instead of the “otium c' 'n dig.” they prefer the 
otium without the digging, but downright loating is both 
unwholesome and unprofitable, and they are liable to get 
tired of it befure the year is out. 

In the east as well asin the mother country, a fruit 
tree is usually trained so as to have a stem four or more 
feet high before the branches are set on. Here the best 
growers aim at having the branches set out as near the 
ground as possible, not more than 18 inches above ground. 
This makes cultivation more troublesome, but the fruit is 
much easier got at and the tree is much stronger and fitter 
for its work. For this and other reasons Ontario grown 
trees are now avoided in favor of trees grown by local nurs- 
ery men. The best growers prefer a straight whip one year 
old with abundance of roots and only small twigs the year 
after being planted. The more small leafy twigs there are 
the first year after planting the stronger will be the next 
year’s growth and the centre shoot is kept growing while 
well set-on branches strike out all round so as to have a 
pyramid form of tree. That build of tree is much better 
titted to support heavy after loads of fruit than the spread- 
ing umbrella shape mostly favored elsewhere. Besides the 
objection to the form of the eastern tree, it has as a rule too 
few roots in comparison with the size of its top, a serious 
objection in either a fruit or furest tree. Trees that could 
only be got from Ontario when wanted, are also found 
faulty because the branches bend and break off under a 
heavy load of fruit such as prevails here under well man- 
aged trees. Home grown trees have thig further advantage 
that they can be transplanted any time from February 
onward while eastern trees even if kept right as to roots, 
under transportation, can only be taken west after they 
thould have had a good month's start. 

In the case of perishable fruits, a continuous succession 
is important both to producers and consumers. This re- 
quirement is well met by the difference between the climate 
vf Victoria and points on the mainland. The strawberry 
crop is cleaned up at Victoria points before that at Nelson 
is ready to go on the market, and in this way, instead of 
one district being a business rival of another, it helps trade 
very much by ensuring to the outside consumer a continu- 
ous supply of fruit, fresh and seasonable, and coming up to 
the very best quality that can be had from any quarter. | 
The variety of strawberry most favored here is called the 
Magoon. Iu fruitfulness, firmness and size suitable for 
transportation it comes foremost and is equally desirab'e 
fur home consumption. A man with a 40 acre orchard has 
usually room for four rows of strawberry plants between 
two rows of fruit trees. This goes on till the trees are big 
enough ty» require all the plant food the land can furnish | 
them, and room most then be found elsewhere for the!
